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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the new matter rejection such will 
be dropped in any further office actions as the arguments presented overcome this rejection. With respect to the rejection under 103 (a) 
directed at Glejbol in view of Greco, DeGanahl, and Braad, the base reference used in this rejection is Glejbol and such teaches 
permeability of the outer layers, Greco is only used as a modifying reference to teach it is known to form reinforcing bundles in twisted 
form and melting them together to insure the reinforcement provides the necessary reinforcement of the tube. Therefore, Greco is not 
used to modify the outer layers and it does not prevent such from teaching modification to the reinforcing layer, where such would not 
change the structure of the outer layers in any way in the Glejbol reference when modifying only the reinforcing layer only, and would 
therefore not teach away from the combination. With respect to the KSR decision, substituting a known equivalent reinforcement layer for 
another when the base reference teaches using any known reinforcement and the modifying reference teaches known reinforcing layers, 
then such would be an obvious substitution of one known reinforcement type for another, where Greco teaches improving the hose 
structure by improving the reinforcing layers by forming it of twisted fibers and melting one to another , and therefore one would expect the 
same success as Greco to achieve a reinforced hoseto improve kink resistance as taught by Greco. With respect to the argument that 
Greco would be destroyed by combination with Glejbol such is immaterial in that Greco is not being modified by Glejbol therefore the 
combination of limitations of Greco not related to the modifying structure are immaterial and especially when Greco is only used as a 
modifying reference and not as a base reference. When modifying the reinforcing layer only as Greco is used it is immaterial what the 
outer layer is made of in Greco when Glejbol teaches the outer layer structure being permeable, and such would not prevent the 
modification of the reinforcing layer of Glejbol as taught by Greco. 
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
